Greensboro, N. C., June 16.—At Salis- 
bury, N. C., tonight Frank D. Chunn, 
Bmarting under a second rejection of 
fin offer of marriage, shot Miss Burna- 
dette Roueche dead, held off an attend- 
@nt of her sister, at the point of his 
pistol. and then fired a shot through his 
temple, falling dead upon the lifeless 

_ Pody of his girl victim. 

The tragedy occurred upon the front 
porch of the dead girl’s uncle, J. K. 
Roueche, editor of The Salisbury Post, 
and almost in the presence of Miss 
Hortense Roueche and Charles Cable. 

Found Girl Prostrated. 

The four were returning home from 
fhurch when one suggested that they 
go by the home of the uncle. They 
found no one at home, and at Miss 
Hortense’s suggestion, Gable went 

‘ground to the well with her to get a 
@rink of water. They were but a few 
feet away when a shot rang out. Rush- 
ing back they found the girl prostrate, 
with Chunn holding a leveled pistol to- 


ward them, 

“Get back!" he ordered, and almost 
with the same breath he turned the 
pistol against his own temple and 
fred. 
~ Members of Préminent Familics. 

Both Chunn arti Miss Roueche were 
popular, and members of well-known 
Yamilies in the community. The girl 
was 19 years of age, the man 23. The 
girl's. body was later removed to the 
home of a widowed mother, Mrs. Mar- 
garet Roueche. Chunn’s body at mid- 
night had not been removed, He is a 
son of Mrs. Florina Chunn, of Ashe- 
ville.

Chicago, June 16.—Another day of 
conferences, caucuses and counting of 
delegates brought no solution to the 
presidential tangle confronting the re- 
publican national convention tonight. 

During the .day the city rang with 
rumors that a break had come and 
that a stampede of southern delegates 
to Colonel Roosevelt had begun. “he 
Roosevelt headquarters made public 
letters bearing the names of five del 


Mégates from Georgia and five from 


Mississippi, heretofore counted solid- 
ly in the Taft column, declaring them- 
selves for Colonel Roosevelt as the 
only hope of the party. ~ Harier in the 
day Timothy Woodruff, of New York, 
had announced that he had given 
Colonel Roosevelt assurance of bis 
support. 
Panic Among Taft Men. 


These statements for a time threw 
the Taft headquarters into something 
of a panic. Members of the Georgia 
and Mississippi delegations were has- 
tily summoned, and there was a re- 
turn of composure when it was 
learned that four of the five Georgia 
delegates who had supposedly signed 
the letter to Colonel Roosevelt had 
not yet reached the city. Later the 
Taft headquarters claimed to have 
telegrams from these delegates deny- 
ing that they had deserted the presi- 
dent. 

L. B. Mosely, national committee- 
man from Mississippi, and chairman 
of the state delegation, declared to- 
night that two delegates from that 
state had been expected to disregard 
their instructions and vote for Colonel 
Roosevelt. He did not believe any 


more would change. 

After these conferences, the Taft 
managers issued a statement denying 
the Roosevelt claims of accessions and 
asserting that only Charles Banks, one 
of the negro delegates from Missis- 
sippi, and Timothy Woodruff, of Brook- 
lyn, had deserted to the colone]. 

“Got "Em Coming,” Says Dixon. * 

Senator Dixon, the Roosevelt cam- 
paign manager, was jubilant over the 
day's events. 

“We've got them coming,” he ex- 
claimed. “We have lots more of them 
to tell you about, but we don’t want 
too much excitement in one day. To- 
morrow we will give you more news 
of Taft delegates coming over to our 
side.”’ 

“The situation tonight is absolutely 
unchanged,” saiqd Mr. McKinley, direc- 
tor of the Taft. headquartefs. “Mr, 
Roosevelt has been sending for dele- 
gates who are opposed to his nomina- 
tion and has. endeavored to persuade 
them to come over to his standard. 
This work has been a failure, although 
claims have been made all day to the 
contrary.”’ 

Colonel Roosevelt spent a happy day 
in the midst o¢ the turmoll of the ap- 
proaching convention. He went to 
church during the morning, took a mo- 
tor ride during the afternoon, and up 
to a late hour tonight was holding a 
“council of war’ with his “general 
staff’’ of advisers and supporters. 

The Roosevelt supporters tonight ar- 
ranged for a great popular demonstra- 
tion in honor of their candidate to- 
morrow whén he will hold.a reception 
in the jobby of the Congress hotel. The 
reception is planned primarily for the 
delegates to the convention, but many 
thousands of others probably will pass 
through Ahe lines. 

Georgia Started Fireworks. 

The day had been exceedingly quiet 
and devoid of news until well along 
into the afternoon when the Georgia 
letter suddenly was sprung from the 
Roosevelt, headquarters. As given out 
the letter bore the signatures of Clark 
Grier, J. H. Boone, J. C. Styles, J. Eu- 
gene Peterson and 8. 8S. Mihcey. Mr.

If Taft Men Try to Make Per- 
manent G. O. P. Committee 
Roll, Roosevelt Supporters 
Propose to Take Matters 
Into Own Hands As ‘“Repre- 
sentatives of the People.” 


Chicago, June 16.—Out of a chaos 
of claims and counter claims, reports 
of a “break” to Roosevelt from the 
Taft ranks and a declaration by the 
Taft managers that Colonel Roose- 
velt’s attempts to “steal” their dele- 
gates had met with failure, there 
came tonight the frank statement by 
Roosevelt leaders that regardless of 
what the final round up of delegates 
may show, Colonel Roosevelt will 
leave Chicago a nominee for presi- 
dent. 

There will be no bolt, they say, but 
if there is an attempt to make perma- 
nent the temporary roll reported by 
the national committee the R | 
delegates, believing they have a right 
to act as “representatives of the peo- 
ple,” may take matters in their own 
hands, nominate Mr. Roosevelt in the 
Coliseum and claim for him the regu- 
larity of the republican party. 

Will Never Get Beyond That. 

“If an attempt is made to adopt 
the temporary roll made by the na- 
tional committee, which denied prac- 
tically all of our contests, the conven- 
tion will never get beyond that,” de- 
clared one of the Roosevelt leaders to- 
night. 

Senator Borah talked of as the 
Roosevelt candidate for temporary 
chairman, discounted ‘the talk of a 
bolt. : 

“Personally, I don’t believe there 
is any chance of a third party or a 
bolt,” he said. “History shows con- 
clusively that no successful party ever 
was born under such auspices. It 
would be created half-formed and 
would go into the fight with the like 
lihood of its parent weighing it down.” 

There were others among the Roose- 
velt supporters who declared there 
would be no occasion for a “rump” 
convention or “for a convention with- 
in a convention” in the Coliseum. They 
based their claim upon reported de- 
sertions among the Taft delegates and 
the belief that the colonel would con- 
trol the situation in the convention 
proper. 

The Taft leaders, however, were 
equally confident that the president 
would be thfe regular nominee of his 
party and that their delegates would 
“stick,” 

Certain Delegates Hold Balance. 

The situation continues to hinge 
on the action of some of the delegates. 
They appear to hold 
power and conflicting claims are 
made of their support. Both sides 
plainly were anxious over the situa- 
tiom tonight, and neither knew just 
what could be depended upon. The 
solution apparently will have to come 
in the convention itself. 

It was said tonight that the Roose- 
velt forces would make their stand 
in the convention as s00n as it meets 
and-is called to order by Chairman 
Victor Rosewater,’ of the national 
committee. Some of the Roosevelt 
leadérs were in favor of deferring the 
first great fight until the question of 
adopting the temporary roll should 
arige. This plan was abandoned, it is 
said, when it became apparent that 
Senator Root was likely to be chosen 
as temporary chairman. 

The Roosevelt adherents frankly ad- 
mitted that they feared Senator Root's 
prestige in the cofivention, and pre- 
pared to make their fight over his se- 
lection, which, in itself will involve 
the question of the temporary roll. 

As soon as Mr. Rosewater presents 
the name of Mr. Root for temporary 
chairman, the RoOsevelt delegates will 
put another name in nomination.

it left a trail of death and destruction. 
The path of <e storm there was half 
a mile wide and five miles long. 

Between Mertwin and Adrian, nine- 
teen persons were killed. 

At Creighton, in Cass county, two 
are known to be dead, while at Lee- 
ton, in Johnson county, two are dead, 
and unverified reports say others have 
been killed.

Senator Newlands Prepares 
Platform for Baltimore 


Feature Is a Plank Confining 
Right of Suffrage to People 
of White Race and Limiting 
Immigration to People of 
White Race. 


Baltimore, Md. June 16,—United 
States Senator Francis G, Newlands, 
of Nevada, has drafted a platform 
which he desires adopted by the Bal- 
timore convention, and today he came 
over from Washington to submit the 
planks he has drawn to National 
Chairman Mack and other  nation:sl 
committeemen for their consideration. 
Senator Newlands conferred witn 
Chairman Mack, who informed him 
that his tentative platform should be 
submitted to the committee on resolu- 
tions. Senator Newlands left later for 
Washington. 

Right of Suffrage to Whites. 

One of the planks of Senator New- 
lands’ tentative platform declared 
that the “constitution should be so 
amended as to confine the right of 
suffrage in the future to people of the 
white race,” and the favoring of a law 
“prohibiting the immigration to this 
country of al} people other than those 
of the white race, except for temporary 
purposes of education, travel and com- 
merce.” 

Other planks submitted by Senator 
Newlands favor the gradual reduction 
of the tariff towards a revenue basis; 
the breaking wp of private monopolies; 
a declaration against any «#nodification 
of the Sherman anti-trust law; favor- 
ing the union of both national and 
state banks within the boundaries of 
each state in reserve associatiors; the 
expenditure of at least $50,000,000 an- 
nually for the develagpment of rivers 
for navigation, and the appropriation 
of $25,000,000 annually for good roads 
and a like sum for new fighting ships.

Enlarge your scout movement, preserve 
it from a narrow and retarding na- 
tionalism, help the youth of other lands 
from being misdirected and corrupted 
by ancient, outworn prejudice, by mak- 
ing the ideals of your scout training 
international. Without any divisive- 
ness or rivalry or separationg or let- 
ting go anything you now have, sim-

ples where the scout movement ex- 
ists—a miniature United States of the 
World? Such a policy is simple and 
feasible. Your children would become 
no less patriotic; for it is always that 
the more intelligently one learns to love 
others, the more deeply and sincerely 
one loves one’s own.

HUGHES ELIMINATES HIMSELF. 


As the politicians of ordinary sagacity had all along antici- 
pated, Justice Charles E. Hughes, of the United States supreme 
court, has emphatically eliminated himself as a compromise candi- 


date before the republican national convention. On his way to his 
vacation in the Adirondacks, he gave out a positive statement to 
the effect that he had abandoned politics permanently and that 
under no circumstances would he permit the use of his name at 
Chicago. 

The country is familiar with the flexibility of the phrase “under 
no circumstances.” In the Hughes instance, however, it is hedged 
with a finalty that is characteristic. The man’s whole public career, 
remarkable for its brevity as for its strength, has shown in him “no 
variableness or shadow of turning.”

Under this ruling, there is a glimmering possibility 
that the nomination might be forced on Hughes. The best opinion 
runs that the two dominaygt factors in the situation will remain so 
until the end. Remembering Hughes’ tenacity of purpose, it would 
not occasion surprise should he point-blank refuse the nomination, 
though tendered him on the bended delegatorial knee., |

DULLNESS FEATURE 
OF THE STOCK MARKET 


New York, June 16.—The dullness 
and vacillation of the price movement 
in the stock market last week reflect- 
ed the apprehension of participants in 
the dealings such as is usual between 
periods of speculative activity. 

There was enough in the news of the 
week of popular unrest and disturb- 
ances to sharpen the-attention paid to 
the direction of public policy toward 
corporations. Riotous demonstrations 
in Perth Amboy and Boston weré taken 
at more than local significance. 

What is considered a part of the 
same problem is the discontent with 
higher prices on the part of consum- 
ers, voiced by mobs storming butoher 
shops and the formation of boycott 
leagues. 

The dissatisfaction of borrowers 
with prevailing conditions is shown in 
the resort to short-time temporary 
notes.

BIG ORDERS PLACED 
WITH STEEL PLANTS 


New York, June 16.—Severalof the 
largest independent = stele companfes 
reported a falling off in business in 
finished steel products in the last week 
or ten days, but steel corporation 
subsidartes continued to book business 
close to a rate of 45,000 tons per day 
in the aggregate. Marine work placed 
and pending calls fo rabout 20,000 
25,000 tons of steel plates. 


The railroads placed contracts for 
80,000 tong of rails. The Harriman lines 
will soon close for 123,000 additional 
cars, the Baltimore and Ohio will buy 
70,000 tons of steel for under frames 
for 14,000 cars. Numerous small or- 
ders for steel buildings and steel 
bridges were booked but the aggregate 
tonnage was only 12,090 tons. Bids 
were subdmitted, however, on about 30,- 
000 tons additional.

“Your committee believe that the 
American people hold it to be part of 
the unwritten law that no man shail 
be three times president of the United 
States, whether the terms be cogsec- 
utive or otherwise. Doubtless it is 
true that even without. any positive 
law on the subject—that is, without 
any amendment of the constitution—no 

in will ever be called to be chief 
magistrate for the third time. It it 
certainly well, however, to provide 
against possible’ agitation of the ques- 
tion. pe 
“Perhaps it is not too much to say 
that every president, wh possibly two 
exceptions, hag at least acquiesced in 
the fact that George Washington took 
a wise and patriotic position when he 
declined to entertain even the ambition 
of being president for a third time. 
And the American people denied a third 
term to President Grant, one of the 
world’s great genérals. So it may. be 
said that the unwritten law, public sen- 
timent, and the practice has been and 
will continue to be opposed to any 
man's being president for a third time. 

“Your committee believé that it is 
wise to (1) limit the tenure of office to 
one term, and that it is also wise (2) 
to extend the period of the one term 
from four to six years. 

“(1) The president ‘should be ineligi- 
ble to a second term, because being 
ineligible there will be no temptation 
improperly t® use the powers and 
patronage of that exalted office. 

“The limitation to a single term will, 
in the opinion of your committee, tend 
to improve the administration of the 
laws generally, and to in¢trease the 
non-partisan and businesslike effi- 
ciency of the executive department. It 
will take away from the president any | 
inducement to building up a political 
machine instead of attending to his 
duties as chief magistrate of the re- 
ublic. Such a limitation will prevent 
he too frequent practice of making 
appointments for mere rtisan or 
gelfiish political purposes. It will make 
the president the chief exectitive of the 
whole people and not the leader of a 
mere facttion or the chief of a political 
party.

The bandying about between 
these two distinguished republicans 
of such epithets as “liar’ and “bood- 
ler” and such depreciating comments 
as “puzzlewit’ and “honeyftuggler’. has 
had the effect beyond doubt of break- 
ing down in the popular mind respect 
forthe high office both have held. 

The need of bolstering up by law the 
“wise custom” referred to by George 
Washington has become apparent in 
the face of the danger of this wise 
custom being ignored, 


_ What Washington Said. 


Washington in his farewell address, 
after declining to be considered as a 
candidate for a third term, said on 
September 17, 1996: 

“I beg you at the same time to dv 
me the justice to be assured that this 
resolution has not been taken. with- 
out a strict regard to all conésidera- 
tions appertaining to the. relations 
which. bind a dutiful citizen to Als 
country; and that in withdrawing the 
tender. of service, which silence in my 
situation might imply, I am influenced 
by no diminution of zeal for your fu- 
ture interest, .mo deficiency of grate- 
ful respect for your past Kindness, but 
am supported by a full conviction that 
the step is compatible with both.”

It was 
at a little conference of leaders in 
the campaign for the famous gir!s’ 
school at Forsyth, and he was dis- 
' cussing the response given in Atlanta 
Baptist churches to the “Field Day” 
appeals of the workers who are seek- 
ing to complete the $360,000 endow- 
ment fund for the college. 

“We are satisfied that Atlanta will 
respond jiberally to our call,” said 
Rev. R. A. Lansdell, one of the chief 
fiela workers, who spoke at the First 
Baptist church in the morning. “Bes- 
sie Tift college really belongs to At- 
lanta; it is in Atianta territory, and 
Atlanta Baptists have indicated their 
pride in the schodl. Several have ae- 
sured me that Atlante will give the 
remainder of the fund and we ghell not 
need to go further.” 

Campaign Opened Sunday. 

Sunday marked the opening of the 
campaign which Bessie Tift is waging 
to raise $360,000 for new buildings, 
better equipment, and facilities for 
educating more Georgia giris. Thir- 
teen Baptist churches in the city gave 
their pulpits to the field workers for 
special addresses, and after the ser- 
vices the deacons and laymen were 
called into conference to make plans 
for actual work. Tuesday the field 
men will begin soliciting subscrip- 
tions for the endowment fund, ang it 
is expected that within the few weeks 
allotted for the work a great sum will 
readily be raised.

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SCATHING REPORT 
ON ARCHBALD 


What Assistant Attorney Gen- 
eral Says of Charges 
Against Judge. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 
Washington, June 16.—(Special.) 
Assistant Attorney Genera] Wrisley 
Brown's report of his investigation 
into the charges against Judge Rob- 
ert W. Archbald, of the commerce 
court, undertaken by direction of 
Attorney Genera] Wickersham, and 


submitted to him April 13 last, is just 
available. 

The report of Mr. Brown and testi- 
mony taken by him was made the 
basis of President Taft's secret com- 
munication to the house on May 3. 
The president’s suggestion that the 
communication be not made public 
until the judiciary committee had care- 
fully examined it, has been regarded; 
but the committee after  search- 
ing inquiry is *now prepared to 
make its report on the impeachment 
charges. Of course, Mr. Brown's report 
Was made before all the testimony 
gathered by the committee was known.

The Official Report on A rchhald. 


In his official report Mr. 
Says: 

“I desire to say that I approached 
this investigation with an inherent 
»reverence for the sancity of the courts 
and a full realization of the respon- 
sibility which you have reposed in me. 
I earnestly hoped against—~hope that 
some gatisfactory explanaticn of Judge 
Archbald’s alleged connection with 
these transactions might be found, but 
I resolved to analyze the situation as 
thoroughly as possible with the re- 
sources at My command whatever 
results of my efforts might be. The 
complex interlocking of railroad, coal 
and banking interests in and 
around Scranton presented difficulties 
of large magnitude; but I believe that 
I have es as deeply as the condi- 
tions will permit without resort to the 
engine of subpoena. 

‘Upon careful reflection, the evi- 
dence which accompanies this report 
does not entirely convince my judg- 
ment that Judge Archbald has en- 
tirely corrupted his high office for 
personal profit, but I am of the opin- 
lon that, in the absence of an ade- 
quate contrary showing, the testimony 
and documentary proofs are sufficient 
to establish a course of action on the 
part of this judge that is so violent.y 
abhorrent to the judicial proprieties as 
to discredit his fitness to remain on 
the commerce court. I therefore have 
the honor to récommend that the rec- 
ord be transmitted to the committee 
to the judiciary of the house of rep- 
resentatives for such further proceed- 
ings as to the p@blic interest may de- 
mand.”

The report reviews and analyzes the 
testimony taken by the department of 
justice regarding the testimony of Ed- 
ward J. Williams, of Dunmore, Pa., 
who asked the Boland Brothers, own- 
ers of the Marion Coal Company, of 
Scranton, Pa., to discount a note for 
$500, signed by Judge Archbald, when 
the Bolands had a case fending itn 
Judge Archbald’s court, Mr. Brown 
makes some interesting comments. Mr. 
Williams was probably the most im- 
portant witness before the attorney 
general and the judiciary committee. 
Many of hig statements were contra- 
dictory. . 

“I think that the compelling motive 
back of his seemingly illegal actions,” 
said Mr. Brown, “‘may be explained in 
a measure by the theory that he has 
concluded for reasons which satisfy 
his mind, that Judge Archbald has be- 
come associated with parties other 
than himself in deals which give prom- 
ise of alluring profit, and in accorda- 
ance with his code of the fitness of 
things he believes that ..ese supposed 
opportunities of aggrandizement ought 
not to be withheld from him. It is 
probable that more or less jealousy 
has been thus fused into his reason- 
ing with the result that he has become 
more talkative than he would other- 
wise have been.” 

Mr. srown adds in his report that 
taking all things tnto consideration he 
is inclined to believe the story which 
Williams told regarding Judge Arch- 
‘bald’s activity in transactions for the 
sale of coal properties to several rail- 


roads.

STRIKE BROKEN 
AT PERTH AMBOY 


After*Much Bloodshed Smelt- 
ing Company Offers to In- 
crease Wages. 


; 

Perth Amboy, N, J., June 16.—Offi- 
cers of the American Smelting and Re- 
fining Company declared early tonight 
that the backbone of the strike at 
their plant had been broken. About 
1,400 men have been out at this plant, 
around which the strike troubles of 
the last week centered. Nearly 5,000 
men and women, in all, are on strike. 
Three men have been killed and a 
score or more injured during -riotous 
demonstrations. 

The prediction by American: Smelt- 
ing and Refining Company representa- 
tives that the end is in sight followed 
a conference between H. H. Alexander, 
general manager of the company, and 
Willard F. Morse, a director, with a 
committee of the strikers. Terms were 
then proposed which the strike leaders 
declared probably wouki be acceptable. 

Adjutant General Sadler, of the na- 
tional guard, “representing Governor 
Wilson, immediately reported the situ- 
ation to the governor and, apparently 
satisfieq that there woulg be no more 
rioting, left for his home in Trenton. 

The terms proposed by the American 
Smelting officials were not announced. 
The strikers asked approximately 256 
cents a day more. The Officers said 
they had offered “a substantial in- 
crease,” and that the strike committee 
went away “satisfied” after promising 
to report the company’s offer to the 
strikers tonight. The strikers were 
given until tgmorrow to come to 
terms, 

The 900 striking employees of th 
Barber Asphalt Company Will return 
to work tomorrow at the same wages 
they received when they quit. Theirs 
was a sympathetic strike. 

Manager Kaufman, of the Perth Am- 
boy cigar factory, said he woukl not 
take the 1,300 striking women and 
girls back until the end of the week, 
even if they ask to resume work at 
former wages. He said it would take 
several days and about $2,000 to re- 
pair the damages done when an at- 
tack was made upon the building. 

More than 300 deputies. wer, on 
guard today at the factories affected 
by the strike, but the only trouble 
was when @ strike sympathizer threw 
a stone at a guard. He was arrested 
and locked up for a hearing tomorrow, 
It is not unlikely that the Bermudan 
industry of growing Waster lHilles tor 
the countries of the world will be se- 
riously affected by the introduction of 
the Philippine lily, which has a num- 
ber of advantages over the Bermudan 
plant.

Rev. C. A. Ridley Talks to 
Congregation About New 
Building.

Rev. C. A. Ridley, pastor of the 
Central Baptist church, spoke to his 
congregation yesterday of the new 
building they propose to erect. Among 
Other things, he said: 

“There is one thing I want you to 
get clearly into your heads and hearts, 
and it is this: I am not going to lead 
you in a pbuilding campaign, the end 
of which will leave you so burdened 
with debt that you cannot enjoy the 
bullding you have erected. I shall 
build no house at the expense of spir- 
ituality and the loss of confidence. 
During my ministry of fifteen years 
I have built* three houses of worship 
and the church memberhip grew both 
in influence and in power while the 
bulldings went up. It must be so 
here. There is no reason why we 
should not deal absoiutely fair and 
square with ourselves and the com- 
munity in the erection of our new 
temple. 

“We have a great opportunity. We 
are located in the midst of more than 
20,000 white people and are in no 
sense crowded or handicapped by 
other churches. Trinity Methodist, 
with its great wealth and influence, 
has withdrawn from our section of 
the eity and with the Salvation Army 
on the one side to help us, and ahe 
devil on the other side to hinder uB, 
we must hold the ground and save the 
people. No. section of Atlanta can 
show a larger per cent of children, 
many of whom do not enjoy the advan. 
tage of religious training in the home, 
Our. kindergarten school will be run 
with these little ones in mind. They 
must be reached and saved to the 
Kingdom, and it can be done now at 
ittle cost: but if we wait a few years 
t cannot Le done even though we had 
millions to spend. 

“I believe there are a few men and 
women in Atlanta who, when they 
xXnow we mean business, and when 
our plan of work has been under- 
stood by them, will lend their influ- 
ence to the helping of these children. 
For the sum of $25 you can pay the 
expenses of one of these little ones for 
a whole kindergarten year of eight 
months. Under God I know there are 
those who will be glad to do it. We 
are going to do our best to help those 
who cannot help themselves and de- 
pend on God for returns. 

“Nobody need fear that the pastar 
and deacons of this church are going 
to begin an impossible project. We 
know what we are about. The pastor 
is 38 vears old and there is not a 
child on the official board. We are 
simply interested in children and wil- 
ling to put up our time, our money 
and our blood as the purphase price 
of this social redémption.”

Debs and ‘Seidel Make Ad- 
- Oresses. at Chicago 


Debs Says Democratic and 
Republican Parties Are One 
in What They Stand for 
and Only Fight Over Spoils. 

+ Socialist Justice Demanded. 


Chicago, June 16.—The first. cam- 
paign in which tle socialist party has 
had a complete ticket in every state 
in the nation opened here this after- 
noon. Eugene V. Debs and Emil Seidel, 
the socialist candidates for president 
and vice president of the United States, 
™Made the chief addresses. Both coadi- 
Gates spoke at a meeting in Riverview 
park. 3 

Mr. Debs spoke in part as follows: 

“In this campaign there are but two 
Parties and but one issue. The s8°- 
called republican and democratic par- 
ties afte substantially one in what they 
gtand for, opposed to each other on no 
question of principle, but purely in a 
contest for the spoils of office. They, 
or rather it, stands for capitalism, for 
the private ownership of the means 
of subsistence, fof the-exploitation of 
the workers and for wage slavery—a 
spectacle of political degeneracy never 
béfore witnessed in this or any other 
eountry. 

Debs on the Old Parties. 

“We have before us in this city, at 
this hour an exhibition of capitalist 
machine politics, which lays bare the 
true inwardness cf the situation in the 
Capitalist camp. Nothing that any so- 
@alist has ever charged in the way 
of corruption is to be compared With 
what Taft and Roosevelt have charged 
and proved upon one another. They 
are both good republicans, just as 
Harmon and Bryan are both good 
democrats—and thev are all agreed 
thay socialism would be the ruin of 
the country. 

“What difference is there, judged by 
what they stand for, between Taft, 
Roosevelt, La Follette Harmon, Wil- 
eon, Clarke and Bryan?

Socialist Justice Demanded, 

Mr. Debs demanded socialist justice 
for every man, woman and child and 
referred bitterly to conditions in the 
New Englang textile mills, lumber and 
railroad camps of the northwest to 
what be called “the civilized savages 
of San Diego,” to the pressmen’s 
strike in Chicago and to the shop 
strikes on the Harriman railroads. The 
speaker upheld the manner tn which 
the socialists had gone to the rescue of 
Moyer, Haywood and Pettibone and he 
declareq that Ettor and Glovannittl, 
now in jail at Lawrence, Mass., await- 
ing trial, on a charge of murder, were 
no more guilty of ane crime than he 
himself. Mr. Debs declared that ac- 
cording to the latést census reports 
factory workers in the United States 
were pald an average wage of $519 a 
year, an Increase of not quite 9 per 
cent in five years and an increase of 
21 per cent in ten years, but the aver- 
age cost of living had increased more 
than 40 per cent quring the game time. 

The speech of Emil Seidel, vice pres- 
idential candidate, was devoted largely 
to showine .the extraordinary power 
of the capitalist system, which he said 
“holds in its spell every man. woman 
and child, every human soul, every in- 
stitution of our country, ¢ontrols the 
world’s finances and can make legisla- 
tures do its bidding.” 

“Collectivism for all,” he said, “te 
the serum that will again heal the go- 
cia] body.”

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MULLER ADMITS 
BIGAMY CHARGE 


Says He Believed Three Years 
Separation Freed Him From 
First Wife. 


“Have done rmothing wrong, and 
have nothing to fear. When I mar- 
ried & second time I was under the 
impression that three years’ separation 
from my first wife freed me,” 

D. E. Muller, 26 years old, arrested

It is said that Immediately after the 
wedding the couple came to Atlanta, 
arriving here at midnight. J. T. Burns- 
ley, father of the girl, who is em- 
ployed by the Georgia Railway and 
Electric Company, in Augusta, says 
that he learned from friends in At- 
lanta that Muller .had been married 
before, and he came here to make an 
investigation. 

“After what I learned g decided to 
swear out a warrant,” Burnsiley told 
the police here.

Washington, June 16.—Congress will 
he in almost a. total eclipse during 
the next fortnight.

The delay in enactment of a dozen 
annual appropriation bills, which pro-

An Unexpected Problem at 


Panama. 
(J. F. Springer, in Cassier’s Magazine 
for June.) 

A most curious question has arisen 
in connection with the locks at Gatun 
and Miraflores, which open on the sea- 
level sections. When these locks are 
filled to the next higher level the ad- 
ditional water comes from Gatun lake 
or Miraflores lake. That is to say, 
the added water is fresh. A _ fair 
statement would be that all the water 
in these locks when full is fresh from 
the sea level up. Suppose now that a 
ship has entered one of these locks 
with the purpose of descending to the 
gea and that the g&te to the rear has 
been closed, Suppose, further, thas‘ 
communication with the sea level séc- 
tion of the canal b means of the 
great eighteen-foot discharge culvert 
and all subsidiary culverts has been 
opened up. Because of the hydro- 
static head supplied by the fresh water 
in the lock-chamber a rapid discharge 
will begin. But when will it cease? 
Undoubtedly it will cease when the 
hydrostatic bead outside and inside 
the lock chamber become, in point of 
pressure, equal. But since the water 
inside the chamber is much less sait 
than outside and, consequently, pos- 
sesses a lower specific gravity, the 
equalization of pressure will occur 
when the water level inside is higher 
than that outside. In other words, the 
flow will cease before the levels are 
equalized. A difficulty would then 
arise, it is conceived, in connection 
with the opening of the gates—the 
pressure being different on the two 
sides. It is held that by depressing 
the discharge culvert to a possible 
point the difference in pressure can 
be reduced to a manageable amount. 
or even to zero, The presence of tidal 
effects must also be taken into ac- 
count. The result of an investigation 
into the matter has been the frecom- 
mendation to place the whole faces 
of the discharge culverts in a hori- 
zontal plane and to locate them at 21 
feet below the sea level at Gatun and 
at 25 feet below at Miraflores.

Sentiment, Declare First 
Congregationalists. 


In discussing the moral issues of 
the polf{tical situation at Chicago, @ 
class of fifty men and women at the 
First Congrezational church, 
yesterday morning expressed them- 
selves overwhelmingly ‘in favor of 
Roosevelt, though there was a strong 
minority for President Taft.

BRANAN WARNS PUBLIC

COMES ON ROOT 


But the Result Will Not Be at 
All Decisive, 


So Far the Roosevelt Leaders 
Have Settled On No Candi- 
date to Pit_ Against the 
New York Senator for the 
Temporary Chairmanship. 


Chicago, June 16.—The Taft and 
Roosevelt factions will clash in the 
national @onvention on Tuesday on the 
election of a temporary chairman, but 
it is not admitted on either side that 
the vote will be decisive to the ex- 
tent of showing the relative strength 
of the opposing candidates for the 
presidentig] nomination, The Taft men 
claim Senator Elihu Root, their candi- 
date, will receive votes from [Illinois 
and other delegations expected to vote 
solidly for Colonel Roosevelt for pres- 
ident. 

Roosevelt and Boreh Suggested. 

The names of Colonel! Roosevelt and 
Senator Borah, of Idaho, were again 
launched today as possible candidates 
of the Roosevelt faction to oppose 
Root. A precedent was established 


. four years ago which would make 


either or both of them eligible, when 
Senator Burroughs, of Wisconsin, was 
named as temporary presiding officer, 
despite the fact that he was not a 
delegate or an alternate, and no one 
questioned his right to serve. 

Most of the Roosevelt leaders, how- 
ever, seemed to think Governor Had- 
ley, of Missouri, would be the final 
choice of the Roosevelt forces. 

Senator Root arrived here today. 

“I do not find anyone panic-strick- 
en.” he said, “and I believe President 
Taft has an abundance of delegates to 
nominate him if they stick. The re- 
publican party is a great agency for 
good government, and I do not want to 
see this agency destroyed.” 

How Vote Will Be Cast. 

When the convention has been called 
to order by Chairman Victor Rose- 
water, of the mational committee, he 
will introduce Senator Root ag the 
temporary chairman selected by the 
committee on arrangements. Another 
candidate then may be placed in nomi- 
nation by the Roosevelt forces, but the 
vote will be cast by the temporary roll 
as made up by the national! com mittee. 

Many of the Roosevelt leaders are 
urging that their rea] fight should be 
made on the issue that the temporary 
roll shall not be permanent. Their 
contention can be won only by muster- 
ing a majority vote and adopting a 
resolution establishing a new oustom. 
Heretofore all delegates placed upon 
the temporary roll have voted upon 
contests except their own. Even dele- 
gates from one district of a state or 
the delegation-at-large from the same 
state have voted upon the contests 
from other districts of that state. The 
Taft men are determined, if possible, 
to prevent any deviation from this es- 
tablished custom.

Saving Mothers and Babies. 


if not most of us, the 
her new-born baby, “new 
to earth and sky,” the beaming-faced, 
white-capped nurse and the trained 
physician are a trinity so closely as- 
sociated with the arrival of the stork 
that it is more than a surprise to 
learn that about 50 per cent of the 
births in this country fare known to 
be attended only by midwives. 

“Ignorant of hygiene or of aspesis 
and antisepsis, malpractice by slovenly 
and careless midwives,” says Carolyn 
van Blarcom, gf the New York com- 
mittee on blindness, in The Survey, “is 
responsible for a -large proportion of 
the instances of unnecessary blindness 
and for death and mental and physical 
degeneracy of children, as well as 
much unnecessary death and invalid- 
ism of mothers as well. 

“So far as we are able to learn, the 
United States of America is the only 
civilized country in the world in 
which the life and health and future 
well-being of mothers and infants are 
not safeguarded so far as possible 
through the training and control of 
midwives. In England, where eleven 
years ago the midwifery situation was 
strongly analogous to ours at the pres- 
ent time, the problem was faced and 
met through the establishment of the 
central midwives’ board by an act of 
parliament in 1992. 

“While it is not possible to reduce 
the service England has received from 
trained midwifery to concrete terms, it 
is significant that during the last nine 
years, since the enactment of the mid- 
wives act, the percentage of deaths 
anong infants in that country has 
dropped from 151 per 1,000 during 1901 
to 106 per 1,000 in 1910. Although 
other causes have contributed, it is 
believed by English workers that the 
midwives act must be reckoned as one 
factor in this decline.”
